General Court Martial, Military Academy.—Before a 
General Court-martial, which met at West Point, February 
26, was tried Cadet Victor P. Richardson, 3d Class, for viola- 
tion of the 62d Article of War, the specifications a!leging that

to stop talking, and reported one of them for talking, which 
was all that I could do.’ The said explanatien being only a 
paitial and misleading statement, implying and meant to im- 
ply, that he had done his whole duty iu this matter, wherein 
the action set forth was not all that he could do, he well 
knowing that his duty required him to report all offenders 
equally ; but being fully advised as to who were the offenders 
he had wilfully compounded with the same, in an agreement 
to report only one of them, and thus to allow the remainder to 
escape punishment.” The court found the cadet guilty with 
certain modifications of the lst specification, and sentenced 
him ‘‘to be dismissed the service of the U. 8.” The re- 
viewing officer, General O. O. Howard, made the following 
comments upon the c7se: The facts are plain as set forth 
in the 2d specification. Cadet Richardson did not report the 
cadets who made the disturbance, as his duty required, and 
he did make a partial statement which, but for other col- 
lateral evidence, would have misled the Commandant of Ca- 
dets. The court has found him guilty of this specification 
and sentenced bim to be dismissed the Service. The Review- 
ing Authority is still in some doubt as to the intent of the 
accused, who appears to have been following a pernicious 
custom, that is, to report offences solely to prevent himself 
from being reported. He appears further to have been igno- 
rant of the regulations touching the duties of a section 
marcher, and does not even remember to have read the regu- 
lations on this subject. These two facts may have 
led him to make the statement that he did without 
any intention to falsify or prevaricate. With a view 
of giving Cadet Richardson the benefit of this 
doubt, and feeling that any less punishment than dis- 
missal would be entirely inadequate to such an offence as 
that laid in the 2d specification, the Reviewing Authority re- 
marks: First, that Cadet Richardson deserves the severest 
censure for the ignorance of his duty which is clearly set forch 
in the testimony hegave. Second, the proceedings, and the 
findings under the charge and Ist specification are approved ; 
the finding under the 2d specification, and the sentence are 
disapproved. Cadet Richardson will be released from arrest 
and restored to duty (G. C. M. O., D. W. P., March 5). 


SUICIDE OF GENERAL UPTON. 


Ir officers of the Army had been asked to select from their 
number the man who was least likely to come to a violent end 
by his own hand, those who knew him would have been as 
apt to select Emory Upton as any one of the entire list. As 
an Army officer he was regarded as one of fortune’s favorites. 
He belonged to what is, perhaps, take it altogether, the most 
agreeable of the three arms of the Service. He had reached 
the highest rank in it obtainable without selection, and seven 
years sconer than any other colonel in the Artillery; he was 
known more widely through his tactics and other publications 
than any other officer in the Army, with very few exceptions, 
and he was in comfortable pecuniary circumstances. In short, 
it is difficult to imagine any cause of serious enxiety on his 
pert. Grief for the death of his wife is offered as an expla- 
nation, but Mrs. Upton, who was a Miss Mann, of Auburn 
N. Y., died some ten years ago of consumption after a brief 
married life of a year. 

General Upton was apparently in vigorous health, but he 
had suffered much of late from neuralgia in the face, which 
caused him many sleepless nights. We learn, also, from a 
rélative of Gen. Upton, that he has been troubled for years 
by catarrh. To these sources of distraction was added some 
worry over the revision of his tactics. But there was, cer- 
tainly, nothing in all this to prompt a healthy mind to sui- 
cide, and there must have been at least a temporary dis- 
turbance of the brain to explain his rash act. 

He was a man of excitable nature and showed a certain in- 
tensity of energy which led him into a good deal of worry 
when he did not see the way directly to the accomplisl:ment 
of an object. He would fret himself sometimes under 
such circumstances as a man would who found himself in 
a cul de sac with an invincible determination to push ahead. 
Possibly this disposition, aggravated by physical suffering, 
may explain his deed. 

The news was contained in the following despatch, dated 
San Francisco, March 15: ‘‘ Brevet Major General Emory 
Upton, United States Army, was found dead in his bed, at 
the Presidio, this morning, having shot himself through the 
bead some time during the night. Gen. Upton retired at 
about his usual hour last night, having spent the evening in 
social converse. The first intimation of the tragedy was ob- 
tained this morning between 8 and 9 o'clock, when his or- 
derly went to call the general. Receiving no answer to his 
knock, the orderly opened the door and found the officer 
dead in bed. An alarm was instantly given, and several 
officers of the regiment, having hastened to the room, it was 
discovered that the general had committed suicide. A re- 
volver was still grasped in his hand and a bullet wound 
through his mouth into the brain told the history of his death 
plainly. The body was cold and stiff, and life had evidently 
been extinct several hours, probably since midnight. No pa- 
pers or anything that might serve to indicate the cause of the 
act have as yet been discovered, but neither the body ncr 
effects in his room have been touched, awaiting the arrival of 
the coroner. From the appearance of Gen. Upton’s room 
this morning, he must haye sat up until late the night Le- 











fore, writing and destroying manuscript and burning many 
papers. He left two letters—one to his sister, dated March 
13, but apparently written last night, in which he intimated 
that something might happen; the other, which was un- 
finished, was addressed to Capt. Dyer, in which Gen. Upton 
expressed his opinion that his ‘‘ Revised Tactics” would be a 
failure. The letters will not be published until after the in- 
quest to-morrow. Among the Army friends of the deceased 
officer his suicide is attributed to fear that by the failure of hia 
work on tactics he would lose reputation. The impressioa 
among others is that grief at the loss of his wife prompted 
the deed.” Gen. Upton was a native of New York, and en- 
tered the Military Academy from that State, July 1, 
1856. He was graduated May 6, 1861, and appointed 
2d Lieutenant, 4th U. 8. Artillery. On the 14th of that 
month and year he was made Ist Lieutenant in the 
5th Artillery. His career during the late Civil War is well 
known to the country. He served as aide-de-camp to Briza- 
dier General D. Tyler during the campaign on the Potomac. 
and was wounded in the battle of Bull Run, July 21, 1861, 
When he returned to the field he was placed in command of a 
battery in the Army of the Potomac, and served in the Vir 

ginia Peninsular campaign. Subsequently he commanded 
the artillery brigade of the Army of the Potomacin the Mary- 
land campaign, and was made colonel of the 121st New York 
Volunteers, October 23, 1862. He was engaged in the bat- 
tles of Fredericksburg, Salem Heights, Gettysburg, and in 
the capture of the Confederate works at Rappahannock Sta- 
tion, November 7, 1863. For gallant and meritorious services 
in the last named engagement he was made a brevet majorin 
the Regular Army. He then took command of a brigade of 
the 6th Corps of the Army of the Potomac, during the Rich- 
mond campaign from May to July in 1864, and was engaged 
in the battles of the Wilderness and the battles about Spott- 
sylvania, where he was wounded on the 10th of May, 1864, 
while commanding the assaulting column of twelve regiments. 
For his gallant conduct in this action he was made a brevet 
lieutenant colonel and a brigadier general of volunteers. He 
again distinguished himself in the battle of Winchester, Va., 
where he was once more wounded and disabled while com- 
manding the 1st Division. For this he was promoted to be a 
colonel in the Army and a brevet major general of volunteers. 
On the 22d of February, 1865, he was commissioned a cap- 
tain in the 5th Artillery. He commanded the 4th Cavalry 
Division in General Wilson’s operations in Alabama, and cn 
March 18, 1865, was made a brevet brigadier general in the 
Regular Army for gallant {andj meritorious services at the 
battle and capture of Selma, in that State. When the war was 
over he received the brevet of major general for his services 
in the field during the conflict, and was mustered out of the 
volunteer service April 30, 1866. On the 28th of July, 1866, 
he was commissioned lieutenant colonel of the 25th Infantry, 
was transferred to the 18th Infantry, March 15, 1869, and 
July 1 he was assigned to the 1st U. 8. Artillery. On 
the 20th of March, 1877, he transferred with Lieutenant Col. 
Brannan, of the 4th U. 8. Artillery, and on the retirement of 
Colonel French, of the latter regiment, was promoted to be 
its colonel. 

Besides the tactics, with which his name is associated, Gen. 
Upton was the author of a work on foreign Military systems 
which resulted from his mission to Europe with General For- 
syth and Major Sanger. He was engaged upon the revision 
of his tactics at the time of his death, and upon a work onthe 
‘‘Use of Volunteers and Regulars in Time of War.” He 
leaves no immediate family, his nearest relative, we 
believe, being his sister. 

On Wednesday, the 16th, an inquest was held upon Gen. 
Upton’s remains. The telegram from San Francisco says: 
The testimony of Captain Hasbrouck, 4th Artillery, and let- 
ters writtea by the deceased to his sister and to the Adjutant 
General United States Army, confirm the previous impres- 
sion that the suicide was due to tha depression of his mind 
consequent upon his inability to adapt bis system of tactics 
to the movements of companies of 200 or more men, 

The letter to his sister was as follows: ‘ Presidio, March 
13. Dear Sarah: Since writing to you last Sunday I h:y 
been in no little distress over the “revision.” It has seened 
to me that I must give the system up and lose my military 
reputation. God only knows how it will eventually end, but 
I trust he will lead me to the sacrifice rather than allow me to 
perpetuate a method which might in future cost a single man 
his life. Whichever way it may turn I know I shall havo 
your sympatby, andjmay our Heavenly Father bless and keep 
you and our precious father and mother. I need s!] your 
prayer, for I would keep my integrity. Friday I went over 
to Oakland to luncheon. The city is flat and has beautifrl 
lawns, strewn with flowers. I don't feel like wiiting, only let 
me feel ttat I have your love and sympathy. With a fervent 
kiss for all, ever your affectionate brother, Emory.” 

The other letter was as follows: “To the Adjutant Gene- 
ral U. 8. Army, Dear Sir : In my effort to revise the ‘ tactic. 
so that they might apply to companies over 200 stron, I dis’ 
covered that the double column and its deployment by num. 
ber, when compared with the French method, was a failure. 
The fours, too, I was forced to sdmit——” 

There was an abrupt termination to this letter.

These 
Indians a year ago held back from sending their children , 
now, however, the sentiment of the tribe has changed, and 
they are glad to have them come. In addition to the 16 
here, their tribe has 14? children attending their school at 
the agency..... On the 4th of February five boys and five 
girls from the Pueblo agency, New Mexico, reached the 
school. They were brought by Dr. and Mrs. Sheldon Jack- 
son, who had charge also of a delegation of sixteen Apaches, 
Maricopas, and Pimas from Arizona, for the Hampton 
school. The Pueblo children already with us have made a 
good record, and we are very glad to increase the number 
from that people.” 

Lt. Meporem Crawrorp, U. 8S. A., military instructor at 
Bowdoin College, Me., publishes in the Bowdoin Orient a letter 
received from Mr. C. Woodman with regard to the military 
instruction given at the ccllege, which says: ‘ The drill will 
give those who take it a better gait and a more manly bear- 
ing; and it is to be boped that hereafter at Bowdoin the 
slouching gait of the students will be the exception and not 
the rule. The better personal bearing of those who take the 
two years’ drill will of itse!f be an ample reward for all the 
time and pains which the students may spend upon it. The 
value of a fine personal bearing is not taught, and is too little 
considered.

A. Woodruff, Subsistence Department, U. S. A., stationed at 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, two Navajo blankets and some 
quaint-looking pottery made by the Pueblo Indians. The 
larger of the two blankets, Capt. Woodruff says, contains 
two kinds of yarn, the red known as bayeta or balleta, which 
the Indians use in their finest work, and the blue and white 
is from their native sheep. Two women were thirty days in 
making this blanket. The blankets were sent by request of 
Gen. Giblon, and the pottery, the Captain says, from a 
friend of the General. The pottery, Capt. Woodruff says, is 
shipped as a curiosity, it being of no value except for a col- 
lection of that sort. He bas seen some of it over two hun- 
dred years old. 

Tut Pioner Press, of March 7, says: ‘*Capt. Stephen 
Baker of the 6th Infantry, formerly stationed at Fort Lin- 
coln, but now at White River, Colorado, is at the Metropoli- 
tan on leave, and purports to start for the East as soon as the 
blockades are raised....Gen. Thomas L. Crittenden, Colonel 
of the 17th Infantry, has authoritatively announced his in- 
tention of retiring this spring.

It is only of late, and 
when he has fe!t that be was capable of discharging accepta 
bly the duties or honors of certain posilions, that he has 
consented to relax his former determination.

Tue report regarding some irregularities in the accounts of 
Paymaster Terrell, U.S. A., resolves itself into the fact that 
Paymaster Terrell, having occasion to visit New Orleans for the 
purpose of procuring Government funds, instead of taking 
his regular clerk as his assistant, which under the regula- 
tions he had an undoubted right to do, took with him his 
daughter, who, performing the necessary clerical duties, was 
paid on a clerk’s voucher the actual cost of transportation 
and clerk's expenses, amounting to some $80. This pro- 
ceeding has been satisfactorily explained by Paymaster 
Terrell, who states that this novel method was adopted in 
order to avoid the publicity cf the fact that he was at this 
time transporting 2 large amount of public funds, which, 
had it been known, might have caused him to have been 
waylaid and robbed. The Secretary of War, after « careful 
examination of the case, has decided this week that there is 
no just cause for action against Major Terrell on account of 
the particulars mentioned, and that the Government sus- 
tained no wrong nor lors from him. This decision will be 
hailed with satisfaction by Major Terrell’s many friends. 

A statue of Gen. McPherson is to bu erected next month 
in Clyde, Ohio, his home, He is represcnted ‘in an upright 
position, with his right hand thrown gracefully forward, and 
his head covered with the regulation slouch hat, turned 
slightly to the left, as if bidding his followers onward. In 
h's left hand he carries a field glass, and his sword hangs by 
his side. The broken column of a cannon rests beneath his 
right foot, while this movement of his has seemingly caused 
his tightly-buttoned coat to ‘flap over,’ revealing his gar- 
ments beneath. The figure proper is 8 feet in height, while 
that length, from the bottom of the base to the top of the 
hat, is increased one foot. The bearded face bears a most 
natural expression, in which is depicted intense ardor and 


determination, A scarcely perceptible smile is on the lips.” 
The artist is Louis Rebisso, of Cincinnati, who executed the 
equestrian statue of Gen. McPherson erected by the Army of 
the Tennessee in Washington.

He was pro- 
moted Ist lieutenant 6th Infantry April 18, 1863, and captain 
July 7, 1838. In the war with Mexico Le was engaged at the 
siege of Vera Cruz, Cerro Gord», sk'rmish of Amazoque, 
capture of San Antonio, at Contreras, and Churubusco. He 
received the brevet of major Aug. 20, 1847, for gallant and 
meritorious conduct at Contreras and Churubusco. He was 
promoted to major 8th Infantry, June 9, 1853, and lieuten- 
ant-colonel 5th Infantry, July 31, 1851. From 1854 to 1858 
he was governor of the military asylum at Harrodsburg, 
Ky., and from 1858 to 1864 was lieutenant-governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D. C. On the 16th of October, 
1863, he was retired from active service for disability. Col. 
Alexander was a man of striking appearance and fine 
physique. His age was about 72. He has resided for many 
years very quietly on the fine property belonging to him, in 
the vicinity of Louisville. He was much interested in agri- 





culiural pursuits, and found congenial occupstion in his 
declining years, in the cultivation of his garden and farm. 
His death was due to general debility. A wife and two sons 
survive him.

He 
was laboring under emot‘onal excitement when the witness 
siw him at the station house the evening of the shooting- 
Fed. 4. Witness asked, ‘‘ What have you been doing, cap, 
tain?” He repied, ‘ Been doing some shooting,” but when 
further questioned he woull not answer. When in the Army 
he had rescived a violent shock from the effects of the sun 
on the pl:ins. He had never quite recovered since, and he 
was not right now. When the captain called on him fo 
medical advice once he told witness he had not slept for 
seventeen nights. He said he had enemies who were making 
every effort to extract his nervous life. Treated him for in- 
somnia, and for thirteen or fourteen nights in succession h3 
had paroxysms of mental excitement. One of his hallucira- 
tions affected the auditory nerves. He thought he could 
hear voices accusing him of various things. He had no con- 
trol over bis homicidal mania at certa’n times. One hallu- 
cination was that Catholics asked him if he was not the son 
of Bishop Ames and wanted t> poison him. The voices in 
his eur were sometimes friendly as we'l as at other times 
hosiile. He was positively insane aud not responsible, 
The morning after the shooting he ignored it altogether, pro- 
fessing utter unconsciousness cf such an event having oc- 
curred. He wascertainly insane then. Since that time he 
has been in Dr. Conrad's private retreat for the cure of sich 
persons. Stcch cases are generally not curable.” Furtner 
e,idence was taken next diy. His council were R, 
Stockett Mathews and John Carson. 

Tue case of Capt. Joha P. Walker, 2d Cay., committed to 
the Government insane asylum by order of the Secretary of 
War, Jan. 17, 1879, and brought before Justice James, of the 
District Supreme Court, on a writ of habeas corpus, Oct. 14, 
1879, was decided March 12. Judge James held that the 
proof showed a certain degree of insanity to exist in the sub- 
ject of the procveling, and that he mu-t be remanded back 
to the custody of Dr. W. W. Godding, the superintendent of 
the asylum. The question of the power of the court to go 
behin 1 the order of the Secretary of War was raised by Dr. 
Godding's counsel. Judge James decided that he had juris- 
diction to release en officer committed unier such an order 
if the testimony showed him to be sane, but he be!ieved that 
a less degree of insanity was required to be shown to justify 
such a committal than if the Secretary of the Interior made 
a similar order in the cise of acivilian. The extra latitude, 
he thought, was necessary in order that the men might be 
rubjected to treatment. The order reminding Capt. Walker 
was su pended for two weeks, to give his counsel time to de- 
cide whether he will take an appeal to the court in General 
Term or to the War Departmeat. The Washington Post of 
Thursday rays: ‘Capt. Juho P. Walker has submitted to the 
Post a leagthy communication, in which he insists that the 
decision of Judge James in the habecs co, us case, by which 
he has been re nandcd to the insane asylum as being of un- 
sound mind, and therefore properly subject to restraint, is a 
conclusion not supported by the evidence of the facts in the 
case. He futher states that his counsel will shortly decide 
whether to appeal from the desision rendered to the court in 
baue or to the Secretary of War, who élso bas jurisdiction in 
the case. A well-written communication of ten lengthy pages, 
while in excess of the capabilities of our space, is cert ioly 
pretly full evidence that the captain is not so ‘funny’ as Le 
might be.” It is certsinly difficult to understind that if 
Capt. Walker has been in a condition to be left at large fcr 
the past year and a half, he should now be recommitted to 
an asylum on a technical le gal decision.

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OUR NAVAL POLICY 

HE officers of our Navy, belonging to the various 
branches of the Naval Institute, are shortly to engage 
in the discussion of the question of our naval policy; a 
subject which deeply concerns them, and one which, in 
our judgment, not less seriously concerns the welfare 
and the honor of the United States. This being the 
case we hope that the purpose and the result of the pro- 
posed discussion will be to reconcile, rather than to in- 
crease, the differences of opinion among officers, which 
are one cause of the indifference with which the ques- 
tion of our naval policy is viewed outside of naval 
circles. 

The paper which furnishes the text for the discus- 
sion, which is to go on simultaneously at Annapolis, | 
Washington, New York, Boston, Norfolk, and Mare 
Island, is the prize essay of Lieut. Belknap. In this 
paper two principal considerations are presented as | 
promptirg an inquiry into the condition of our Navy;

‘“*As we review the treatment the Navy has received, 
we find its history presents an almost continual struggle 
for existence.” This is partly due to the want of a fixed 
policy for the Navy, and the bewildering assertion of 
contradictory theories in naval officers themselves. On 
account of this and in order that a definite naval policy 
may be adopted, which the bureau system seems to have 
failed to accomplish, Lieut. Belknap recommends the 
re-establishment of a board of naval inspectors or com- 
missioners. Such a board was created in 1815, under 
the superintendency of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
under it the Navy attained a state of discipline and 
efficiency which, perhaps, has never been surpassed. In 
1842 the board of inspectors was merged into the present 
bureau system. ‘‘As a result we have to-day seven 
separate and distinct bureaus, each working indepen- 
dently, and following out the ideas of its own head 
without regard to the plans of the others. The lack of 
unity consequent to this arrangement, and the necessity 
for a superior controlling power, have on many occa- 
sions been only too obvious.” 

Lieut. Belknap considers therefore that the first step 
in the future naval policy of the United States should 
be the establishment of a Board of Naval Officers, 
which, under the supervision and direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, should consider and determine: 


(1.) All plans for the construction, alteration, repairs, 
equipment ond armament of the vessels of the Navy. 

(2.) A system of rules and regulations fot the govern- 
ment and discipline of the Navy. 

(3.) Plans for naval campaigns, both offensive and de-

(4.) Minor matters affecting the welfare of the officers 
and men of che Navy; and all claims requiring legisla- 
tion for the benefit of individuals or branches of the 
naval service.

During time of peace ravy yards might with advantage 
be reduced to four: three, New York, Norfolk, and 
Pensacola, on the Atlantic’coast, and one, Mare Island, 
on the Pacifie, with a fresh water basin for iron vessels.”

Tne decision of the Navy Department, recently ren- 
dered, that commanding marine officers at a post or

and caused a variety of opinions to exist in the minds 
of naval and marine officers for a number of years. The 
settlement of this question in connection with the fact 
that commanding marine officers are required to keep a 
register of all punishments inflicted, and send a copy 
monthly to the commandant of the corps, will, it is be- 
licved, in the future have atendency to establish a more 
uniform and correct system of punishments at all posts 
for offences committed which are of a similar character.

Tne new Attorney-General, Mr. Wayne McVeagh, 
has been thus far too much occupied with callers, and 
office seekers, to give attention to the routine of his 
Office. No decision has been reached, therefore, as to 
appealing from the decision of the Court of Claims in 
the Tyler case, or of assenting to the entry of a pro 
forma judgment for the claimant in the Babbitt case, 
and appealing from that so as to carry the case to the 
Supreme Court. Ninety days are allowed the Govern 
ment within which to take an appeal. The statement 
of the Court in the Tyler case, which we last week 
published, that ‘‘ the defendants insist that the current 
yearly pay is the fixed annual pay, without the addition 
for longevity,” should have read as here printed. 





A CORRESPONDENT says: ‘*The Journal, of Fel. 19, 
n speaking of Gen. Townsend’sletter upon Post Traders, 
says, ‘A resolution of Congress, March 30, 1867, au- 
thorized the Commanding General to permit trading 
establishments at military posts not near a city or town, 
and prohibited the sale of commissary goods to enlisted 
men.’ This is a mistake, since neither the resolution 
referred to, nor any other resolution or law, ever made 
or contemplated such prohibition.” Our statement 
was besed upon that given in the Congressional docu- 
ment from which we quoted.

Gen. A. Hickeniooper, Recording Secretary, Society Army of 
the Tennessee: 

Dear Generat: Oa a former occasion I called the 
attention of members to the requirement of our consti- 
tution, to contribute to the fame and glory of indiviaual 
members, and to the history of the great Civil War 
which gave existence to the society itself; and I again 
renew my opinion that the best results will follow a 
more general fulfilment of this branch of our duties. 

The Society of the Army of the Tennessee has 
fulfilled many noble ends; has doue a reasonable share 
of charity, and has contributed much to the history of 


our country in the great future. The histories of many 
regiments have been publissed; meny of the diaries 
kept by individuals are also accessible to students. 
‘*Biographies,”’ ‘‘ Memoirs,” and ‘‘ Recollections” are 
accumulating every year, but I know of no single 
society whose members can give to history so much of 
the poetic, the grand, and sublime, as this one of the 
Army of the Tennessee. 
THE SHORTCOMINGS OF OUR CRITICS. 

In the early days of California, Edward D. Baker, of 
San Francisco, afterwards Senator from Oregon—-the 
same who fell fighting gallantly on our side as brigadier- 
general at Ball's Bluff--told me of a good pious lady 
who once lived in Illinois on a farm, where on his 
electioneering tours he occasionally stopped for rest and 
sleep. Inquiring as usual on arrival about the health 
of her children and the goodness of her crops, she 
answered that the crops were suffering from drought, 
and consequently were ‘‘ poorly ”—*‘ but, thank God, 
her neighbors had no better.” So, when thinking of 
our own shortcomings in the Civil War; of our men 
straggling, committing acts of pillage and robbery, 
and of doing things not justified or justifiable, I have 
experienced a sense of relief in reading of the same 
state of facts in England, in France, Spain, and other 
civilized lands, and, like our good lady of Illinois, 
have thanked God that other people were as bad as we. 
As English authors have been our severest critics, I 
quote from their great Duke of Wellington, not from 
his official despatches only, but from his private corres-

| from the country as they entered it, in one solid mass, cov-

| Iam concerned to be obliged to add to this account that 
| their conduct throughout this retreat has been marked by a 
| barbarity seldom equilled, and never surpassed. Even in 
the towns of Torres, Novas, Thomar, and Pernes, in which 
| the headquarte:s of some of the corps had been for four 
| months, énd in which the inhabitants had been iuvited b 
| promises of good treatment t> remaia, they were p'undered, 
| and many of the houses destroyed on the night the enemy 
| withdrew from their pcs'tioa, and they have since burned 
| every town and village through which they have pised. The 
| Convent of Alcobaga was burnt by order from the French 
| headquarteis. The Bishop’s Palace and the whole town of 
| Leyria, in which General Drouet had had his headquarters, 
shered the same fate, 


In like manner with ourselves, the rich men of Portu- 
gal—‘‘ stay at homes”— growled at the soldiers for cut- 
| ting fire-wood from their parks. In answer to a come 
plaint of Dom Miguel Forjas, Wellington wrote, March 
16, 1811: 

In respect to the charge of cutting barren wood in the royal 
parks for fire-wood, I have to reply that his royal highness 
does not propose that his majesty’s troops shall want for fire- 
wood in Portugal. 

I cannot avoid adverting to the disposition recently mani- 
fested by the government (of Portugal) to complain of the 
British troops, certainly in this instance without foundation, 

Acts of misconduct and even outrage I admit have been 
committed, Lut never with impunity in any instance iv which 
| the complaint could be substantiated, and I have not yet 
been able to ubta‘n the puvishment of any individual of this 
country, be his crimes what they may. 

If the British so!dier has committed, as a! soldicrs do com- 
mit, acts of misconduct they have at least fought bravely for 
tie country.

Napoleon. Say what men may of the Duke of Well- 
ington, he was by nature and profession a soldier, a 
gentleman, and a man of truth. Writing to the Earl of 
Liverpool, Feb. 23, 1811, he says: 

The French have shown throughout the war in the Penin- 
sula, but particularly in the last campaign in Portugal, that 
they operate on the flanks and rear, and communications of 
their enemy ; never having any anxiety about thei: own, and 
in fact till they have beaten their enemy in the field they 
never possess more than the ground they stand upon. This 
fact is proved in Portugal by their having lost their hospital 
and everything belonging to it at Coimbra, only on the day 
their headquarters left that place, by the difficulty they have 
and the constant losses they incur ia sending officers and 
messages en courier and by the total want of intelligence. 
This system is the consequence of the mode in which 
they subsist their armies. They plunder everything they find 
in the country. Every article, whether of food or raiment, 
and every animal and vehicle of every description is consid- 
ered to belong of right, and without payment, to the Freuch 
ermy, and they require a communication with their rear only 
for the purpose of conveying intelligence, and receiving 
orders from the Emperor. 

On the 3d of March, 1811, writing to Charles Stuart, 
at Lisbon, he says: 

I have repeatedly represented to the government (Pcr- 
tuguese) the necessity of providing for the wants of their 
troops, if they intended tbat their discipline should be pre- 
served, or that they should exist in the stafe of a military

WELLINGTON’S ARMY IN SPAIN. 
| The really great battle of Vittoria was fought on the 
| 2ist of June, 1813, and on the 29th Wellington wrote to 
| @ friend: 
| We started (from Portugal) with the army in the highest 
order, and up to the day of the ba.tle nothing could get on 
| better; but that event has as usnal totally annihilated all or- 
der and discipline. The seldiers of the army have got among 
them about a million sterling mm money, with the exception 
of about 100,000 dollars which we got for the military chest.

| This is the consequence of the state of discipline of the 
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British army. We may gain the greatest victories; but we 
shall do no good unt] we sball so fay alter our system as to 
force all ranks to perform their duty. ‘The new regiments 
are as usual;the worst of all. The —th, —tb, —th, are a dis- 
grace to the name of a soldier, in action as well as elsewhere ; 
and I propose to draft their horses from them, and to send 
the men to England, if I cannot get the better of them in apy 
other manner. 

The campaign of 1812 in Spain was indecisive, and 
when it was terminated Wellington,according to the his- 
torian, Napier, Vol. IV., page 167: 

Exasperated at the conduct of the army. and the many 
crossivgs he had experienced during the campaign gave vent 
to his indignation in a circular letter, addressed to the super- 
ior officers, which being ill-received by the army at the time, 
has been frequently referred to since with angry denunciation 
of its injustice. In substance it declared that discipline had 
deteriorated during the campaign in agreater degree than he 
had ever witnessed, or ever read of in any Army, and this 
without any disaster, any unusual privation or hardship save 
that of inclement weather : that the officers had lost all com- 
mand over their men, and excesses, outrages of all kinds, 
and inexcusable losses had occurred—that no army had ever 
made shorter marches in retreat or had longer rests. No 
army had ever been so little pressed by a pursuing enemy, 
and this unhappy state of affairs was to 
habitnal neglect of duty by the regime tal officers. 


Wellington’s army was composed of quotas from 
England, Portugal, and Spain, and he was consequently 


kept in an everlasting correspondence with their civil 
authorities which had to supply clothing, ammunition, 
meat, and transportation. Napier records Vol. IV., 
page 466 : 

The persons who pretended to the command (of the 
Portuguese contingent) were Forjas and Silveira. The Eng- 
lish officers who were well liked by the troops would not have 
served under the former, end Wellington objected strongly 
to the latter ; having by experience discovered that he was 
an incapab'e officer, seeking a base and pernicious popularity 
by encouraging the views of the soldiers. Beresford then re- 
hoquished his intention of going to England, aud the justice 
of the comp!siat relative to the reputation of the Por.uguese 
army Leing obvious, the general orders became more marked 
in favor of the troops. Yet the most effectual check to the 
project was Mr. Stuart's intimation that England, bound by 
no couditions as to subsidy, had a right to withdraw it alto- 
gether. 

To have this subsidy in specie and supply their own troops 
was long the cry of the Regency, but finally they gave the 
matter uy, Forjas knew well the administration of Portugal 
was incap ble of supporting an army five hundred miles from 
its own country : the real object was to shake off the British 
influence without losing the subsidy. Neither the Regency 
nor the Prince had any feelings for the honor of the army or 
the welfare of the men. The Regency whilst thus disputing 
for th: command allowed its subordinates to ruin the only 
asviu‘n in Portugal for mutilated soldiers, and turned the 
help» ss veterans adrift. The Prince, while lavishing honors 
on his intr'gaing courtiers, placed those ofticers, whose fidel- 
ity aud hard fighting had preserved his throne in Portugal, 
at the bottom of the list, decorating the menials of the Palace 
with the same ribands! Honor, justice, humanity, were 
alike despised by the ruling men, and Wellington thus ex- 
pressed bis strong disgust: 

** The British army, which I have the honor to command, 
has met with nothing but ingratitude from the government 
and authorities in Portugal for their services ; everything 
that could be done has been done by the civil authorities 
lately to oppress the officers and soldiers on every occasion 
in which it has, by any accident, been in their power. I 
hope, huwever, that we have seen the list of Portugal.” 


Therefore, on the score of stragglizg, pillage, useless 
trespass on p-operty, spoliation and burning of houses 
and fence rails, 1 am convinced our armies were no 
worse than would have been the English or French un- 
der similar circumstances, and as to the German and 
Irish we know of our own knowledge the same. Indeed, 
such irregularities attend all armies and form one of the 
terrible consequences, which ought to deter people from 
appealing to war, as did the people of the South, when 
our Constitution provided other and peaceful remedies. 

The military code punishes with death the crimes of 
pillage and spoliation, not, however, for the protection 
of the property of the enemy, but because these crimes 
produce the effects so graphically described by Welling 
ton after the battle of Vittoria, when eight days after 
the battle he reported officially that by reason of the 
pillage he had ‘‘out of the ranks double the rumber of 
his loss in the battle.” Indeed, history is full of battles 
won by a defeated army turning on the victorious one 
after the disorders and confusion always resulting from 
pillage and plunder. 

TROUBLES WITH A FREE PRESS. 

Wellington, like ourselves, also had his trouble with 
the free press of England. On the 19th of January, 
1811, he wrote to the Minister of War in London: “I 
enclose a newspaper (French) giving an account of our 
works, the number of guns and men in each, and for 
what purpose constructed. Surely it must be admitted 
that those who carry on operations against an enemy 
possessed of all the information which our newspapers 
give to theFrench, do so under singular disadvantages.” 

And on the 16th of March, 1811, to the same: 


In answer to your letter of the 16th of February, regarding 
publications in the new-papers, I assure you thitI cid not 
mean to say that the ioformation in the newspapers to which 
I referred was received either from your Lordship’s office, or 
from tbat of the Commander-in-Chief; for 1 know that 
neither bave the information, at least from me. But I 
wisbed to point out to you under what disadvantages we 
carried on our operations. Foy brought from Paris not only 
the paper containing that information, but copies of ell my 
despatches ; from which Massena kuew all that I had in

t could not be done if attempted, aud the attempt would be 
considered an endeavor by an individual to deprive the Brit- 
ish public of intelligence of which the government and Par- 
liameut do not choose to deprive them. I have done every- 
thing in my power by way of remonstrance and have been 
very handsomely abused for it; but I cannot think of pre- 
venting officers from writing to their friends. This intelli- 
gence must certainly have gone from some officer of this 
army, by whom it was confidentially communicated to his 
friends in England; and I have heard that it was circulated 
from one of the officers with a plan.” 

Again on the 25th of April, 1811, he wrote to the 
same party : 

It is very desirab'e that you should not publish the details 
of my despatches to your Lordship. You cannot conceive 
how very deficient the French are in information. All the 
despatches from me which are published are sent to Massena 
from Paris, and they thus acquire the information of what is 
going on. 

When an army is engaged in defensive operations, or in 
sieges, or blockades, or in any other in which it is long in the 
same position, the enemy acquires all the informacion they 
derire, if they obtain a knowledge of its position and num- 
bers of a date of a month old. Information of this date 
Massena can and always does acquire, and it is a serious 
disadvantage to us. 


In 1811, the mail from the English army in the Pen- 
insula went to Lisbon, thence by sailing vessel to 
Southampton or the Thames, and thence to London by 
coach, consuming nearly a month in the round trip. 
Now steam and electricity accomplish the same object 
in a day ora single hour. Therefore the advantage to 
an enemy in receiving the newspapers of their opponents 
is increased a hundred told. Besides, in 1811 the in- 
formation sought by the press usually leaked out from 
the private correspondence of officers, whereas now all 
the leading journals maintain a news agent in almost 
every camp. A proper solution of this problem is 
greatly to be desired, and is a fair subject of discussion. 
I think Wellington touched the right chord when he 
said that ‘‘no officer in command of a British army can 
pretend to prevent the correspondence of officers with 
their friends. It could not be done if attempted, and 
the attempt would be considered an endeavor by an 
individuel to deprive the British public of intelligence 
of which the government and parliament do not choose 
to deprive them,” and ‘‘it may be very right to give 
the British public this information, but if they choose 
to have it, they ought to know the price they pay for 
eg 

The abuse of this privilege adds largely to the cost of 
war; delays success, compels the maintenance of larger 
armies for the same object, and results in the unneces- 
sary loss of valuable lives. All these fall on the public 
and tax payers, and if these are willing to pay the 
penalty I suppose there is no remedy. The providing 
of news to the public is now a trade or business. Fresh 
news, and news difficult of obtainment, command a high 
price. The newspapers which supply this sell accord- 
ingly, and this kind of enterprise pays like any other 
sort of mercantile enterprise. It must be regulated by 
law, and the government which can best regulate this 
traffic will have a corresponding advantage in the next 


war. 
JUSTICE TO THE BLACK MAN. 


There are other facts developed by our Civil War 
which I have not found recorded in any of the histories 
or memoirs thus far published, which deserve mention 
by us. : 

The Army of the Tennessee traversed the land from 
Paducah to Memphis, and from Vicksburg to Washing- 
ton, inland, a distance of more than two thousand miles 
of country sparsely populated, with families wide apart, 
the male members of which were in the ranks of our 
opposing armies, and in the two rears—1864-5—I heard 
of but two cases of rape. Again, all the able-bodied 
white men of the South were in the armies of the Con- 
federacy, far away from their homes, leaving their 
families to the care of their black slaves. Now I do 
not know of a single instance where the females of any 
family were abused by the blacks. These black slaves 
labored for their masters’ wives and daughters; pro- 
tected them, and never to my knowledge in a single 
instance violated that sacred trust, although they well 
understood that our success would be their freedom, 
and the success of their masters would dvom them to 
another long period of slavery. If for no other reason 
than this every Southern gentleman, every Southern 
man who claims to be a descendant of the proud 
Chevaliers and Huguenots, should honor the black man 
for his fidelity in that dread period ; should protect him 
in all his acquired rights, and aid him to rise in the 
scale of social and political life. It is difficult if not 
impossible to bring force to bear on the individual living 
in a prejudiced community, as for instance in Utah, 
and in the South, where slavery had made the common 
white citizen (the juryman) regard the negro as neces- 
sarily his inferior, because no man in this country can 





he punished for crime, save on presentment by the 


Grand Jury, and after trial by a petty jury of the vicin- 
age. This is our Constitution, our fundamental law 
which the President, Congress, and all the courts must 
enforce ; was unquestionably meant by our forefathers 
to protect the weak as against the strong; but now it 
shelters the guilty against the humane purposes of the 
law. Prejudices will, however, gradually disappear— 
they have largely disappeared in our day, and we who 
believe in the triumph of abstract justice have faith 
that the day will come in good time when all men will 
be absolutely and perfectly equal before the law. Time 
is the great physician, and we who can compare the 
state of feeling and of facts in 1861, can measure the 
future by this scale of 20 years, and thereby prognosti- 
cate what will be the probable state of feeling and of 
facts in this our country at the end of the present cen- 
tury. We believe that history will adjudge the Civil 
War to have been not only one of the greatest, but one 
of the dest wars that ever occurred on earth, and that 
the Army of the Tennessee accomplished a large share 
in its beneficent results.

THE ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 

Tis week the Navy,Department purchased the steam 
whaler Mary and Helen, for the use of the Jeannette 
search expedition, at a cost of $100,000, which was 
paid to the owner, Capt. William Lewis, of New Bed- 
ford. The vessel has a displacement of 520 tons, is a 
year aud a half old, and rated for fourteen years. De- 
ducting thissum from the appropriation, there is left 
$65,000 to fit her out and defray the expenses of the 
expedition. Work upon her will commence immedi- 
ately. She is expected to sail from San Francisco 
about the 1st of July. She will be officered and manned 
by volunteers from the Navy, but the detail has not as 
yet been decided upon. On Monday, at 11 o'clock, a 
board of officers, detailed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
met at the Navy Department. They consist of Admiral 
John Rodgers, President ; Capt. James A. Greer, Pay- 
master A. S. Kenny, Surgeon J. H. Kidder, Lieut.- 
Commander H. C. White, Lieuts. Wm. P. Randall and 
A. G. Berry. The board has been engaged during the 
week in consulting with various experts in Polar expe- 
ditions. Oae day was devoted to hearing George Ken- 
nan, who spoke at considerable length on the subject 
of dog sledgiug, and also in reference to other matters 
bearing on Arctic exploration. Mr. Kennan’s commu- 
nications were based on his extensive sledging experi- 
ences in Siberia. On another day the board heard Prof. 
Dall, of the Coast Survey, who has cruised in Alaskan 
waters; Prof. Abbe, of the Sigaal Bureau, and Lieut. 
Greely, 5th U. S. Cavalry, who is to have charge of the 
Lady Franklin bay meteorological observation party. 
The latest Arctic chart, as developed by the Nordens- 
kjold expedition, was carefully examined by the mem- 
bers of the board. 

The act making appropriation for the expedition pro- 
vides that the vessel shall be officered and manned 
entirely from volunteers in the Navy. There have al- 
ready been many applications for service on this expe- 
dition, but the detail has not yet been decided upon. 
It is expected that six officers and thirty-five men be 
the total, and the expedition will be fitted out 
solely for search. A Washington correspondent says: 


All the members of the commission, with the exception of 
Paymaster Kenny and Surgeon Kidder, have had experience 
in Arctic explorations. Rear-Admiral Rodgers commanded 
the Vincen+es on her Arctic voyage nearly thirty years ago 
and landed on Herald Island. Capt. Greer commanded the 
Tigress in her search for the crew of the Polaris, and Lieut. 
Berry, who is promisently named as the probable command- 
er of the search expedition, was also one of the officers of 
the Tigress. Lieut. Randall is a volunteer naval officer and 
has had large experience with the New Bedford whalers. 
Lieut. Commander White was one of the officers of the U. 8. 
steamer Juniata, that accompanied the Tigress in her Arctic 
search. After the meeting of the board Admiral Rodgers and 
Commodore Jeffers hud a consultation about the meteorolo- 
gical condition of Behring Strait in view of the severity of 
the past winter. The Admiral said that in his opinion the 
Helen and Mary was just such a vessel as the Navy would 
have selected for the purpose required. She is strong in 
every oy of about 400 tons, able to rest upon her centre, 
could be lifted fore or aft without strain and would present 
the gre vtest resistance to ice pressure thit could be foun] in 
any vessel now on the Pacific slops. As tothe search purty 
he understood that it was to be solely a search party. 


A San Francisco despatch, of March 14, says: ‘‘Com- 
mander Hooper, of the Revenue steamer Corwin, fully 
expects to be sent to the Arctic this season, and will be 
ready tosailby the 1st of June. Profiting by his ex- 
perience of last year, there will be additional canvas 
added to the steamer’s outfit, making a great saving of 
coal. She will also be sheathed all around with inch 
oak two feet above and t» six feet below the water 
mark. With these improvements Capt. Hooper expects 
to do good work.” 

Finally Congress at its last session appropriated 
$25,000 to establish a station north of the 8ist degree 
of north latitude at or near Lady Franklin bay, for the 
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p irpo3e3 of scientific observation. The Secretary of 
War has assigned 1st Lieut. A. W. Greely, 5th Cavalry, 
to command the expedition which is being organized to 
carry out the provisions of the act. Lieut. Greely is on 
duty in the Signal Office in Washington. The party 
that goes out will be a small one, and a chartered vessel 
will leave early this summer. The vessel will be under 
the command of Master Lucien Young, U. S. N., with 
a picked crew of experienced Arctic seamen. The Sig- 
nal Service expects to gain valuable scientific data by 
the establishment of the colony, and after it has landed 
the vessel will be free for Arctic search. 

The query which comes to our mind during all this 
new business is, What of Lieut. Schwatka? Hereisan 
officer of world-wide Arctic fame, and of unequalled 
Arctic experience who is left aside. Lieut. Schwatka 
has made the longest sledge journey ever known. And 
the total cost of his remarkable Arctic journey was, as 
we have it from the best authority, $3,212. He would 
seem to be the man of all men fur any new Arctic un- 
dertaking. 








THE SPENCER DECISION. 


Tne War Department are not disposed to accept, 
without question, the decision of the Attorney-General 
in the case of George K. Spencer, and it is probable 
that the Attorney-General will be asked to reconsider 
his opinion in the light of further facts to be presented 
tohim. The new Attorney-General will not be embar- 
rassed by a previously expressed judgment of his own, 
but, on the other hand, he may be disturbed by con- 
siderations of delicacy toward his predecessor, and re- 
gard for the consistency of his office. We know of no 
new facts that can be presented to him, except those 
which show the numerous changes that must result 
from the acceptance of the decision of the Attorney- 
General’s office. Not only will the relative rank of 
many Officers have to be adjusted, but claims will arise 
for promotion on the part of officers who would now 
rank one grade higher had the rule the Attorney-Gen- 
eral would establish been in operation. 

Commencing with the Army Register, we find that a 
re-adjustment, according to the latest interpretation 
of the law, would carry McKeever above Whipple, in 
the Adjutant-General’s Department, Baird above Roger 
Jones in the Inspector-General’s, Perry above Bingham, 
and Hughes above Wecks, and Gilbert C. Smith above 
Rockwell, in the Q. M. Dept. In the Sub. Dept. 
no re-adjustment would be required. In the Medical 
Department Cuyler would go above Murray and Suther- 
land. In the Iifedical Department Frank M. Coxe 
would fall below Bates and Willard. In the Corps of 
Engineers Macomb and Benham would change places. 
In the Ordnance, McNutt would go above Benton, 
Kress would be advanced fiv2 numbers, Dutton seven, 
and Butler two, going above Michaelis. 

In the Infantry, Colonel Lugenbeel would rank Mc 
Cook; in the Lieut.-Colenels, Bliss would go above 
Yard, and Townsend above Anderson; and Majors 
promoted March 20th, 1879, would re-arrange them- 
selves as*ollows, their present relative order being given 
nth? brackets: 1. Gentry, (7); 2. O’Beirne, (8); 3. 
Coppinger, (6); 4. Webb, (3); 5. Bush, (4); 6. Bro- 
therton, (5); 7. Layton, (1.) 

These examples we give by way of illustration, and 

not as intended to include all the changes that would 
1esult from the acceptance of this decision. When the 
bill upon which the decision is based was presented to 
the House, where it originated, Mr. Schenck, explaining 
it on behalf of the Military Committee, said (Feb. 6, 
1867): ‘It is provided that in fixing the relative rank 
of officers of the same grade, and of the same date of 
appointment or commission, there shall be taken into 
account the time they served in the Volunteer Service. 
This provision is made necessary from this fact: that in 
reorganizing the Army, and in extending it, a great 
number of original vacancies have been filled. In filling 
these vacancies it has been provided that a certain pro- 
portion of the appointments shall be taken from those 
who have served ia the volunteers, and a certain other 
proportion taken from the Regular Army. Now it 
turns out in practice that this course is pursued; a 
number of officers once appointed or commissioned as 
of the same date, and it becomes necessary to determine 
which of them shall have relative rank above the others. 
The present regulation requires that in order to fix their 
relative rank an account shall be taken of any previous 
service in the Army before they were appointed. 
By this bill we propose that time spent in the Volunteer 
Service shall be counted as tine served in the Army. 
This is the whole of the bill.” 

From this statement it would appear that the com- 


mittee had in mind original vacancies only, whatever’ 


may be the necessary interpretation of the law passed. 





Txoven our Navy officers are not, as a rule, favcrable 
to bills which disturb promotion by restoring officers to 


positions they have once occupied, ar exception is made , 


in favor of one bill which failed to pass the last Con- 
gress, and that is the billto restore Capt. Thos. G. Corbin, 
U. 8. N., to his original position on the active list of the 
Navy. Captain Corbin would now be a commodore on 
the active list, ranking number three, if he had not 
been retired, in pursuance of what the committee of 
both Houses have declared to be the illegal custom of 
subjecting officers of his grade to examination for pro 
motion. There was also a bill before Congress to re- 
store Admiral D. McN. Fairfax tc the relative position 
he lost by taking similar ground. There was still a 
third bill in favor of Egbert Thompson, who was also a 
victim to the practice referred to, but while it was be- 
fore Congress Capt. Thompson died. As Admiral 
Fairfax finally submitted to the examination he lost but 
two numbers, which he asks to have restored to him. 
Capt. Corbin, who contended to the last for the princi- 
ple, finds himself a captain on the retired list, instead 
of acommodore on the active list, as he would have 
been had he been less sturdy in his assertion of what he 
regarded as his right.

THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 

On Friday, March 11, Mr. Southworth, the expert, con- 
tinued bis testimony. He had testifiod the day before to 
discovering by a microscope whai appeared to be traces of a 
rough draft in pencil of the note of warning, asif witha 
purpose to disguise a natural hand. He now added that on

Dr. McLean's Invent‘ons.—Commander Henry L. Howi- 
son, U.S. N, Inspector of Ordnance at the Washington 
Navy-yard, ha3 forwarded to Commodore Jeffers, Chief of 
Ordnance, the report presented by the oftice:s to whom the 
examiuation of Dr. J. H. McLean’s inventions was commit- 
ted, viz., Commander R. D. Hitchcock, Lieuts. J. A. Rodgers 
and W. A. Hadden. They give a detailed description of the 
various inventions and of thetrial of the guns. Of the gnns 
they say: ‘* We consider the method of fecding autom iti-z1- 
ly a poor one.” The reasoas are the liability of the breech 
block to jum, the danger of premature explesio:s and the 
heavy and unhindy character of the shells. ‘‘ The band feed- 
ing system is,’ they say, ‘‘ better, but too slow for machire- 
guns. The automatic feeder would probably soon jam from 
fouling in the seatof the projectile. We do not con+i ler any of 
the guns capable of prolonged work. Noue of the gun car- 
riages presented are ada;ted to the requirements of the 
Navy.” 

Dr. McLean’s fish torpedo is condemned in one word : ‘‘We 
do not think this would work.” The proposed ‘ Hercu'cs” 
gun they do not believe “ practicable.” ‘The strain on the 
impact of shot in such a fortification as Dr. McLean pro- 
poses, would be, they think, ‘‘taken up by tbe iron bolts.” 
The escape of gas from the guns and the uncertainty of their 
action are also referred to. ‘‘Upon the whole,” says the 
report, in conclusion, ‘‘the exhibition was a complete fail- 
ure, so far as a trial of arm: for offen-ive or defensive pur- 
poses is concerned, and we fail to see that any benefit can 
accrue from forther experiments with these guns in their 
present s!ate.” 

Commander Howison, in bis endorsement on the report, 
says “‘ the guns display mechanical ingenuity, but the inven- 
tor has failed to recognize the action of powder gases and 
their effect upon working parts.” r 

Dr. McLean has returned to St. Louis, where he resides, 
and carried bis inventions with him.

THE HILTON SHIELD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: Assuming, what appears te be probable, that 
there will be no International Long Range Match, partici. 
pated by a British or English team and shot at Creed- 
moor this year, I respectfully suggest that a combined 
effort on the part of the National Guardsmen of this 
State be inaugurated, to endeavor to induce a British or 
English team of Yolunteers to accept the invitation re- 
cently extended by our National Rifle Association, to 
visit us this year and compete for the International 
Military Championship Trophy, ‘the Hilton Shield.’ 
Already on the other side of the Atlantic, through the 
columns of the Volunteer Service Guzette, the possi- 
bilities and probabilities of organizing and sending such 
a team are being discussed; and I doubt not but that 
by a concentrated and earnest effort on the part of our 
N. R. A., substantially seconded by our National Guard 
members, a team of Volunteers could and would be sent 
from the Old Country. Let this movement take prac- 
tical shape, by a representation of one or more officers 
and men from as many regular military State organiza- 
tions as will respond, and, meeting in convention in 
some armory offered for the purpose, organize and de- 
vise plans of inducement, etc., and, if successful, act as 
a reception committee to take charge of our guests upon 
arrival and during their stay. 

Most of the difficulties in the way of sending teams 
of riflemen abroad are, as we know, of a pecuniary 
nature, and this would doubtless be the most serious ob- 
stacle to our British cousins. If in a measure this cau 
be overcome, therefore, the chances of a match will be 
correspondingly increased, and to dothisin a delicate 
way would be part of the object of a convention as 
suggested. 

It does certainly appear to be a comparatively easy 
matter, where co-operation among ourselves is obtained, 
to secure funds sufficient to at least relieve the team 
from all embarrassment as to subsistence during their 
short stay, and perhaps to be able to offer certain of 
their numbers transportation to and from their homes 
per ocean steamer. I fancy that these or sume such in- 
ducements properly put, would be accepted in the 
right spirit and would insure us a match, the equal of 
which in interest and international importance has never 
b-en krown in the history of rifle shooting throughout 
the world. We have the match and we have the prize 
to offer ; we have the range whereon to hold the con- 
test, and we have the men to defend the trophy; we 
have enterprise and pationai pride sufficient surely to 
make an earnest effort to secure the only requirement, 
viz., the antagonists; we have courtesy and generosity 
with which to heartily welcome and entertain foreignsol 
diers visiting us upon such a friendly errand, and we 
certainly have pluck enough to make a good fight, and 
‘* may the best team win.” 

The above ideas are crude and original, and will 
doubtless admit of much improvement, but the degin- 
ning is there, the start is made, and now Ict us follow it 
up closely, and develope the best plans.

THE WASHINGTON EXIIIBITION OF THE Me- 
LEAN PEACE MAKERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: My attention has been called to an editorial in 
your journal of the 5th inst., upon the exhibition of Dr. 
H. McLean’s guns, which he styles his ‘‘ Peace 
Makers.” You state in that article that the exhibition 
was a complete failure. Although I was not present at 
that exhibition I feel sure you have done the guns in- 
justice. I have superintended the firing of the ‘* Gen. 
sherman” to the extent of 1,500 rounds with 500 grains 
of powder and 3,600 grains of lead. It is an inch gun. 
The firing was done at the rate of 26 shots per minute. 
The ball penetrated 40 inches of fine timber when pene- 
tration was tested, and ranged one and a quarter miles 
accurately when range was tested. Now, I undertake 
t» say that the United States has no breech-loading can- 
non (I am not now talking about machine guns, like the 
Gatling, Hotchkiss, e¢ a/., but about cannon, guns capa- 
ble of being built of any calibre) which can accomplish 
one-half of this result. 1 further undertake to say that 
the breech system of Dr. McLean’s guns is the simplest, 
most effective, and best system in every way, thus far 
devised, and that after a few improvements have been 
made in the details of construction, these guns are bound 
t» replace all others, as surely as the Colt pistol banished 
the old muzzle-loading, single-barrelled concern ; and 
nobody inquired whether Colt had a proper gas check 
or pot. It was enough to know that one man armed 
with a Coli revolver was more formidable than one 
armed with six single barrelled pistols. So with the 
McLean field guns. The nation that purchases them 
and brings them upon the field will have a weapon that 
can kill men six times faster than any breech-loading 
cannon now in use anywhere. 

In your editorial you mention the steel shells used. 
These shells are not offered as permanent cases foi fixed 
ammonition. They were the easiest and cheapest for 
Dr. McLean to use at first in exhibiting his guns, as 
they admit of indefinite use; but when the guns are 
perfected and really offered to a Government for a busi- 
ness test, shells made of paper will be used, and a dif- 
ferent feed and ejection of the shell will be provided. 

You seem to forget that the guns exhibited in Wash- 
ington were first attempts, aud that the parts of several 
of them never had even been fully assembled until they 








were received in Washington, and you do not appear to 
remember the many disheartening failures of every new 
gun that has ever been offered to the world, several of 
them, the Gatling among the number, only achieving 
success after years of costly experiment; but you hasten 
to proclaim the failure of McLean’s first experiments, | 
when it was not a failure. as the records show, and you | 
assure all makers of existing guns that they have noth- | 
ing to fear from the much vaunted Peace Makers. | 
Really this is a departure from the usual fairness and | 
impartiality of the journal which you so ably conduct.

I very much doubt if the majority of soldiers, or | 
even a 1espectable minority, would voluntarily consent | 
to exchange necessary physical food for any mental food 

or such amusements as are furnished from the post and | 
regimental funds. I have seen numerous instances | 
where companies were deprived of the benefit of a gar- | 
den, but have never yet been at a post where they re- 

ceived their full ration of flour in bread. Of course I 

have heard of the bread ration being increased by order, | 
but never experienced it. Give the soldier all his flour 

in baked bread, or use it in his company mess, and we | 
shall hear less of the insutticiency of the Army ration. | 
The great leak now is this bake-house system and the 
post fund, especially its congener suckling, the regi- 


Why the regimental fund should be entitled to 50 per | 
cent. of the profits of the post fund surpasses compre- 
hension. This immense drain goes to support a band | 
for headquarters—and one or two favored companics-— 
the remainder of the regiment scarcely ever being with- | 
in sound of their instruments; and many a man who 
has been ‘‘mulched” during his whole enlistment has 
never heard a single note. The majority of companics 
are not at headquarters two years out of five, though 
even were they there the whole time, I do not think 
they would care to clothe and support a band out of the 
savings from their rations, more especially the flour 
portion. 

When we see regimental funds having a surplus of 
over $5,000 beyond the immense sum they expend from 
year to year, it certainly is time a protest against such 
appropriations was heard. The men who are taxed 
most to support the band, are seldom tlhe ones to derive 
what little pleasure there is from it. 

Lives there a soldier boy so dead, 

Who never to himself has said, 

For savings I don't care a red, 

My stomach much out-ranks ny head, 

Give me before I go to bed 

My flour rations all in bread.

LETTER FROM NEWPORT. 
Newporr, R. I., March 18, 1881. 


Tue following isa copy »f the act passed by the 
Legislature ceding Coasters’ Harbor Island for the 
United States Naval Training School : 

Whereas: The General Assembly, by a resolution passed 
March 8, 1878, appointed a commission to tender to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States a suitable location in the waters 
of Narragansett Bay for the establishment of a training 
school for boys in the Navy of the United States ; and 
Whereas: The City of Newport has ceded said Coasters’ 
Harbor Island to the State of Rhode Island, in order that it 
may by the State be ceded to the United States for the loca- 
tion of the United States naval training station. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

See. 1. Coasters’ Harbor Island in Narragansett Bay, to- 
gether with the jurisdiction thereof, is hereby ceded and 
granted to the United States of America for the location of |

THE NEW SECRETARIES. 
Wasuineton, March, 1881. 


Rosert Topp Linco iy, the present Secretary of War, 
served for some four months during the war of the 
Rebellion as an assistant adjutant-general of volunteers, 
having been appointed Feb. 11, 1865, and resigned on 
the 10th of June following. While his father was 
President he was only an cccasional visitor at Washing- 
ton, as he was from 1860 till 1864 a student at Harvard 
College. On graduating at that institution he went to 
Washington and remained there for most of the time 
until the sad termination of his father’s administration. 
During the few months in which he was an inmate of 
the White House he had an opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with the most distinguished men of the 
nation, and as he was a young man of quick intellect, a 
close observer of men, and cf easy manners, he became 
a favorite with all his father’s friends. Though he 
passed his early manhood in a political atmosphere, he 
appeared to have no inclination for a political career, 
and he commenced the study of law in Chicago, where 
he was admitted to the bar some twelve years since. 
He soon obtained a large practice, and he has been 
entrusted with the interests of some very large estates 
and corporations, all of which he has managed with 
consummate skill. He has acquired a reputation for 
integrity and devotion to his clients that few men have 
gained in so short a period. Ina pecuniary point of 
view it must be a great sacrifice for Mr. Lincoln to give 
up his law practice, but he could not refuse a position 
of such high honor and trust as that of Secretary of 
War. Some of his warmest personal friends are officers 
of the Army, and we have every reason to believe that 
the War Department, under his régime, will in no way 
be run as a political machine. He has never been 
mixed up with any political cliques or comLinations, 
and although he has been a pronounced Republican he 
has only once or twice appeared at political gatherings, 
the last time as a member of the Chicago Convention, 
where he was an advocate for the nomination of Gen. 
Grant. 

Mr. Lincoln hasin a great degree the off-hand manner 
and the great bonhommie of his late father, and he is a 
thoroughly companionable man. 

Judge William H. Hunt is the youngest of four 
brothers, and he is a well preserved gentleman of fifty- 
seven. His father was an Englishman by birth, and 
his ancestors had long held important civil offices under 
the British government. The father emigrated to 
this country early in the present century, and settled in 
South Carolina. The sons were born there, and as soon 
as they were old enough to understand any thing of the 
political parties in the country they took sides with the 
Federalists, or the old line Whigs. In the days of 
Calhoun they were utterly opposed to the nullifiers, and 
as it was heresy to differ with the great nullifier on 
political questions, they were in a measure ostracised. 
But they were all men of the most positive character, 
and they determined to leave South Carolina and settle 
in Louisiana, where they became leading men. Judge 
Theodore G. Hunt served in the 88d Congress as mem- 
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ber from his adopted State. Randall Hunt became no 
less prominent as a lawyer, and Dr. Hunt, who was in 
1851 one of the participants in the unfortunate duel, 
arising out of a political discussion with Mr. Frost, 
who was the editor of a New Orleans paper, and in 
“which Mr. Frost was killed, was, we believe, the third 
son. William H., who also chose the law as his pro- 
fession, and who is the new Secretary of the Navy, 
was the fourth and youngest son. He is, like the other 
brothers, very much unlike an American in appearance, 
being of swarthy complexion, very marked features, 
and resembling much the races of Southern Europe. 
He is courtly—perhaps a little precise—io his manner, 
and he has always been considered a man of the 
greatest integrity. The oflicers of the Navy, like those 
of the Army, will probably find in their chief one who 
will look after their interests without any attempt to 
make politics interfere with the great interests placed 
in his hands.

LETTER FROM THE PENSACOLA NAVY-YARD. 


Tue Navy-yard has not appeared so lively for a num- 
ber of years (so say old residents), owing to the fact of 
the erection of two brick buildings, one for the protec- 
tiou of timber, which has been exposed to all kinds of 
weather since 1862, and the other for sparmakers, 
coopers, shipwrights, etc., both costing in the neighbor- 
hood of $75,000. 

Congress, at the last session, owing, perhaps, to the 
untiring energy of Senator Chas. W. Jones, appropri- 
ated $150,000 for the use of the. yard, so that the 
remaining half will be consumed in building gate for 
basin, and erecting suitable quarters for the officers and 
other improvements. The Board of Survey which 
visited this yard last November reported favorably in 
regard to the furthering of improvements, and consider 
it an A No. 1 repairing station. The sea wall is to be 
extended to act as a breakwater for vessels, and will 
prevent shoalivg, A concrete flooring of Dr. Hoope’s 
patent has been laid in the machine shops, the old floor- 
ing of plank having been condemned. The other build- 
ings will receive a flooring of the same durable material. 
It was suggested by the inspectors that the Marine 
barracks and quarters be built upon the old site, the 
foundation being in good condition. It is probable that 
work will be started on them the present year. 

Two sections of dry dock were sent here some time 
ago, and it is expected that the remaining sections will 
be forwarded from Chester, Pa., the coming summer. 

Commodore Quackenbush assumed command of the 
yard Jan. 17, and proposes to make it a first ciass sta- 
tion, if there is such a thing possible. I do not think a 
more desirable location could be selected for a Navy- 
yard, the climate allowing work of all kinds to be per- 
furmed during the four seasons, which is pleasant to 
think of after the severe winter which has prevailed 
throughout the country. I believe snow fell in every 
other State but Florida, so we must be fortunately 
situated, being protected from the blustering storms of 
winter, and fanned by cool breezes during the heated 
term. 

The reservation attached to the yard is in splendid 
sanitary condition, allaying all fears in regard to malarial 
diseases. The yellow fever has not been seen since 
1874, and if the same careful quarantine continues as 
in past years there need be no fear of its re-appearance. 
It never originates in this section, being brought here 
in ships and from other parts of the country. 

Naval Constructor R. W. Steele reported for duty 
last month, and other officers are expected to arrive 
shortly. .

Actual Service in Fixing Kelative Rank.—The Attorney 
Geueral renders the following decision in the case of Capt. 
8. M. L. Young, 8ih Cavahy. 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, Feb. 25, 1881. 

Sie: Your letter of Dec. 16, 1880, encloses the papers, cor- 
respondence, etc., relative to the claim of Capt. Samuel M. 
B. foann, 8th Cavalry, to a place on the lineal list of cap- 
tuins of cavalry, next below Capt. F. W. Benteen, 7th Cav. 
Capt. Young claims that his name should appear above those 
of Captains Nolan and Carpenter on the lineal list of cap- 
tains of cavalry as published in the Army Register for 1875, 
and iu suj-po:t of lis cluim makes the following statement 
of his scr.ices as an officer: 

As an olticer of Vols. from Sep. 6, 1861, 





until mustered out July 1, 1865....... -.. Syrs. 9m. 25d. 
As an ofticer of the Regular Army 

from May 11, 1836, until appointed Capt.

The fac 8, as summarized by your letter, are as follows: 
The sersice of Capt. Young as an oflicer of volunteers is cor- 
rectly stated at 3 years 9 months and 25 days. On May 11, 
1866, he was nominated to the Senate (he received no letter 
of appoict.nent) for the appontment of 2d Leutenant 12th 
fofanuy. ‘This nominat on was contirmed July 23, 1866. He 
was commissioned July 27, 1866, to rank from May 11, 1865; 
his commission was forwarded to his home, Pittsburg, Pa., 
Sept. 4, 1866; and reported for duty to the commuandin;s 
otheer 12:h Infantry, in this city, 8 pt 15, 1866. 

The act of March 2, 1867, (sec. 1219 Rev. Stats.) provides 
that in fixing the rela ive rank of olticers of the same grade 
and date of commission, ‘there shall be taken into account 
and credited to such cflicec whatever time he may have act- 
ually served . . . . a8 acommissioned officer,” since April 19, 
1861, etc., (this refers to appointments made under the act 
of July 23, 1866). 

Captains Nolin and Carpenter named above were each ap- 
pointed 2d lieutenants 6ih cav., July 17, 1862, and served 
continuously in that regimeut until appointed capta ns in the 
10th cav., on Nov. 8, 1866, with rank from July 28, 1866, 
making the service of each of them as officers up to July 28, 
1866, 4 years and 11 days. The other ofticers were then com- 
missioned as captains t» rank from the same date, and iu de- 
termining relative rank it must be taken into consideration 
how long they were continuously or at different periods com- 
missioned otticers of the United States ia actual service. 

The clam of Capt. Young is that Captains Nolan and Car- 
penter have served 4 years gnd 11 days ; he has served one 
day longer. In order to make this out he is necessarily com- 
pelled to cliim servico for 2 months and 17 days during 
which he did not actualiy serve, but for which time he did 
hold, by commission accepted ata liter date, rank in the 
Army. The only question therefore is whether or not the 
constrictive service implied by holding a commission accepted 
on Sept. 11, 1866, to rank from May 11, 1866, can aid him Ly 
being placed t» his credit in fixing the relative rank between 
himself and other captains of thesamedate. This statement 
of the case seems to present the ouly argument that can be 
made inthis matter. The words of the statute “ actually 
served” are used ex industria, and intended to prevent any 
service purely constructive in its character from affecting the 
relation between officers of the same date. I am therefore 
of opinion that the rulings heretofore made ia Capt. Young's 
cas2 are correct, and that he now holds his proper position in 
the Army.

The Watervliet Arsenal. —There has been completed at the 
Watervliet Arsenal a pew ammunition cart, intended for use 
in connection with the Gatling gun. The cart is strong and 
serviceable, and its compartments will carry nearly 10.000 
rounds of ammunition besides providing accommodation for 
necessary tools. The vehicle is the first of the pattern that 
has ever been made, but its excellence will probably secura 
the adoption of the design.— Poughkeepsie (N. Y.) Hagle. 

The United States Government is constructing at the 
Watervliet Arsenal two ammunition chests of a new patterr, 
which will be issued for trial, and will probably introduce the 
general use of the design in the artillery service. The chest, 
which is in‘ended for the gun carriages of light batteries, is 
the invention of Gen. F. L. Hagadorn, of Baltimore, for- 
merly editor of the Troy Budget. There are three compart- 
ments in the chest. Tbe central division will hold 54 car- 
tridges, and the compartment at cither end will carry 27 
shot.. Corrugated partitions of wired sheet zinc separate the 
shot and provide a case for each projectile, keeping each 
secure and separate from its neighbor. Under each shot is a 
rubber ring which kee;s the fuse away from the bottom of 
the chest and prevents concussion, which has been a fruitful 
cause of explosions. Upon the cases for the projectiles are 
laid trays for haversacks, pouches, *‘ primers,” and the like. 
The large end of the shot is uppermost as it lies in the case, 
making removal easier than in the old chests, where the 
pointed extremity is at the top. ‘she new design is the pro- 
duct of Gen. Hagadorn’s experience in Venezuelan warfare, 
and combines economy of space and labor with safety in 
transportation, The chest is highly commended by Army

We received last week from 
an officer of the Army some nots of the military por.ion o 
the display, taken for ths JournaL, but which we were 
obliged to omit from last number for want of space, though 
we published a sheet of twenty-four pages. We give them 
here. 

The finest military display that has been seen in Washing- 
ton since the grand march of the war veterans in 1865, ov- 
curred on the 4th of March. Of course all eyes were upon 
the Grand Marshal, Gen Sherman, and his handsome aides, 
who led the great procession. The soldierly Gen. Ayres, com- 
manding the Ist division, with his staff came next. 12 com- 
—_— of the regular artillery headed this division, but with 

e exception of Capt. Wilson's Co. H, 2d Artillery (from the 
point at which we witnessed the procession) the marching 
was not quite up to what was expected from the trained Reg- 
ular; not wavering in ranks, not losing step or distance. None 
of these faults were particularly observable—but the superi- 
ority of the Regalars was not as marked as we should have 
been glad to have seenit. The guns ani caissons of the 
Light Artillery were kept well dressed, and both batteries ap- 
peared to good advantage. 

The showy uniform and fine physique of the Cleve- 
land troops were very attractive; but the steady tramp, 
“perfect time,” ‘‘eyes to the frouvt,” and correct 
dress of the Naval Cadets were the admiration of all, 
and if not the first they were scarcely second to any organ- 
ization in the line. 

The Marine Battalion looked well and marched well; 
better, truth compels us to say, than some of the artillery. 

Considering the modesty of the Signal Corps, and the fact 
that they had not been enlisted for soldiers, but were purely 
scient fic, they marched remarkably well. Their chief knew 
what was in tuem better than they knew themselves, when 
he ordered them to tura out oa parade. 

The steady —~ perfect dress, and substantial uniform of 
the Washington Light Infantry placed this corps among the 
foremost. ‘hey pride themselves upon being the first vol- 
unteer organization mustered into the service of the U. 8., 
in 1861. They were assigned with the regulats in the Ist 


divis:on because their officers are commissioned by the Presi- | 


dent of the U. 8. 
The new Washington corps, the National Rifles, made a 
ay appearance, and Capt. Romeyna with his negro and In- 
tun cadets from Hampton, and the other negro companie-, 
gave a bit of coloring to the division which was not unpleas- 


Phe 9th New York appeared in this division on the return 
from the Capito!, and in keeping the dress, cadence of step, 
and so'dierly bearing, if not absolutely the first, were below 
no other organization in those qualities in the whole proces- 
sional line. They were detained on the road but arrived in 
time to fall into line as the procession returned from the 
Capitol. 
THE PENNSYLVANIANS, 

The Pennsylvania div:sion, under Gen Hartranft, attracted 
the especial attention of old soldiers. _ It was not so showy in 
appearaace assome of the othe:s, but gave indications of a 
capacity for practical service that was appreciated by those 
who rememLer that fine feathers do not make fine birds. 
The traasporting of this divi-ion to Washington, quartering 
it there, and returning it again to Pennsylvania was a lesson 
in some of the necessary operations of war, which will be 
very useful to both officers and men. Presenting, as it did, 
a compact body of troops, 7,800 strong, the parade of the 
Penusylvania Division was the feature of the iuanguration. 
The Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 8th, 9th, 11th, and 15th regts. 
turned out in great strength ; they were all apparently well 
leavened with the war veteran element, though many young 
men were seen ia their ranks, and it was hard to determine 
as they marched past, each company of each regiment elbow 
to elbow, with fall c:dence step, tu which, if either, the pre-emi- 
nance should te given. To those who remember what the 
Pennsylvania militia were a few years ago their appearance 
upon parade in Washington gave gratifying evidence of the 
conscientious work that has been devoted to their improve- 
ment. Gen. Hartranft told me that for bis comp.ny-olticers 
young men had been found begter than old soldiers, as they 
were more di-posed to devote themselves to the necessary 
work of militia routine. The empty sleeve of Gen. Huide- 
koper gave evidence, however, that there was no lack of 
veterans in the division. 

The 9th New Jersey and Co. C, 6th Infantry, appeared to 
excellent advantage. 

Many of the smaller organizations deserved particular no- 
tice, some for their goed marching and soldierly bearing and 
tasty uniform: but as few of them marched in the order laid 
down in the officis] program, it was impossible to place them 
accurately, as they marched past; so for fear of mistukes 
in names, we cannot particularize further than that 
the 5th Mary'and. in the division commanded by the soldierly 
looking Gen, Field, by its marching and bearing lozt none of 
its reputation. 

It could not be helped, Lut certainly the accommod- 
ation afforded some of the militit were not such as 
to tempt them again to Washington under like circumstance: s. 
One regiment was marched iu the rain to the Army and Navy 
Department building, and obliged to lie down for the night 
in their wet blankets on the stone floor. They admired the 
beautiful tiling, but woul! have been better content with a 
little less maguifice::ce and a liitle more comfort, though 
reasonably wi ling to endure hardship as good soldiers. 

Under all the circumstances it tells a most creditable story 
for our militia that not a single man in uniform was arrested 
during the inanguration, though some of the temporary

THE STATE TROOPS. 


Seventh New Yorx.—The second series of the battalion 
drills of this regiment were commenced, March 3, with Com- 
panies B, H, and I, equalized in six commands, sixteen files, 
with Col. Clark as instructor. The formation was rapid and 
the “‘ present” of the very best. The column of fours march 
was omitted, “close column on first company left in front” 
being the first order of the instructor, and with the exception 
thst the judgment of the captains as to distance was very 
poor, the movement was handsomely executed. The deploy- 
ment on sixth company was prompt and correct, The right 
general guide erroneously came out on the alignment. These 
ployments and deployments of the close column were re- 
peated several] times, and all excellently executed, the guides 
being prompt and correct. An advance in line of battle was 
not of the best, but a march in column of fours could not be 
excelled, the distances between fours and companies being 
accurate and the step perfect. An on right into line from 
this column of fours was somewhat marred by the careless- 
ners of some of the companies at the halt and carry. To the 
left close column of companies was handsomely executed. 
This movement is one of the very showy ones of a battalion 
drill; but it is invariably marred for want of room. The 
armory of the 7th is, however, well adapted to show off the 
movement, and on this occasion the successive wheels by 
fours and advance by the flank, the wheel into column, halt 
and dress, were beautifully illustrated. The march in close 
column was good; but the wheelings were only fair, being 
somewhat crowded, A change direction by the right flank 
was almost faultless, the men marching with the accuracy of 
machinery. A march by the flank of companies in double 
time was beautiful, the step being perfect. After a short 
rest the loadings and firings were taken up and performed. 
as only this regiment can execute them. By company, wing, 
rank, battalion, and file, all equally good, and without flaw; 
it was almost impossible to award the palm of merit to one 
company, so near were all to perfection. The manual of 
arms was then executed, the ducking of heads at the right 
shoulder and the uncontrollable ‘‘ bang” at the order being 
much too evident. A few more movements in close column, 
the formation of single and double rank, in line and column, 
all weil executed, closed one of the most perfect drills we 
have ever seen in this regiment. 

Companies A, C, and K, in six companies of twelve files, 
occupied the armory on Wednesday, March 9, the colonel in 
command. The movements executed by the battalion on the 
3d were again repeated, thongh not with the same snap and 
perfectness. In the close column movements the same error 
of judgment as to distance was observed, added to which the 
company commanders were slow to wheel the fours into line, 
and the dress was straggling. In a ployment on sixth com- 
pany, right in front, the color company failed to promptly 
incline to the right, and some crowding was co uently 
had. . This was followed by a blunder of the commandant of 
the sixth company, in a ployment on sixth company, left in 
frout. Thia ofticer failed to advance the required nine yards, 
and the fifth company was compelled to break to the rear, 
instead of marchiog straightforward. The colonel promptly 
rectified the error. In the deployment from this column, on 
first company (late sixth), the captain deliberately dressed 
his command with arms at the right shoulder. The move- 
ment was otherwise first-class. During these close column 
movements on both occasions the instructor improvised an 
additional order, viz., close column ‘‘ by company” on first 
company, etc. We see noreason for the additional order. 
It is not in the tactics. The close column movements were 
then executed from the column of fours in fine shape, as 
were the “to and on the left close column of companies.” 
In reforming the column of fours several of the company 
commanders were slow to order the “march,” and distance 
was Jost, followed by a break in the step in trying to regain 
the lost ground. The morch in close column with the wheel- 
ings were excellent, as were the changes of direction by the 
right and left flank. A march by the flank of divisions, with 
a change of direction to the right, was at first marred by the 
tardiness of the third division to take up the double time. 
The movement was repeated several times in most excellent 
shape. The double column was formed and deployed to the 
front, followed by a repetition, and a deployment by two 
movemeutsa, sll nearly perfect, The manual was then exe- 
cuted, end a short rest ordered. The loadings and firings 
were ail delivered in the very best of form. It would be hard, 
indeed, to excel the 7th in these loadings and firings. There 
was not a huriied movement in either battalion, while the 
very s'ightest of the details was completed. The marching 
movements were again taken up and divisions formed from 
column of companies. At the tirst formation the fifth com- 
pany broke on its left. A repetition as well as the break into 
companies were excellent, In closing in mass on sixth com- 
pany, the fifth company was wheeied about to the wrong 
flank. Close in mass was executed several times, the error

The drill was in the main a good one, but not 
equal to that of B, H, and I, on March 3. 

The closing drill of the series was held at the armory on 
Tuesday. March 25, Companies D, E, F, and G, being equal- 
ized in eight commands of twelve files, with Colonel Clark as 
instructor. We would remind the Ist Sergeant of Co. G that 
at a company formation, “in two ranks form company,” he 
should assume the position of a soldier at ‘‘ carry arms,” and 
give his commands with the mouth, not with the hands. 
The carrying of the piece diagonally across the body, and 
with both hands, is decidedly slouchy snd not at all sol- 
dierly. The 1st sergeant’s reports, equalization, and the 
giving and receiviog of details were beautifully rendered, 
and the double time of the details recetved well merited 
applause. The formation of the battalion line was not as 
a as in the previous drills, and was somewhat marred 

vy the lieuteaant commandi.g 3d company, who on reach- 
ing the alignment found himself on the wrong flank for the 
correct dress, This error flustered him a trifle, which may 
account for his succeediog error, in ordering the “ support”

The rule there laid down is imperative, and if followed will 
greatly add to the success of the movements. In wheeli g 
by companies on ths march the commandant of the 3d com- 
pany would aid in the perfection of the movement if he 
would cipber out the difference between a “left wheel” and 
a “left turn.” The close column movements from the 
column of fours on the march were finely executed. The 
marches in close column, with changes of direction, were 
beautifully performed, the rear comp wies promptly taking 
up the double time, and not a single flaw was observed. The 
double column formations and deployments were all good, 
except the lack of judgment as to di-tance. The manual of 
arms and loadings and firings were executed with a!most the 
exactness of clockwork, the tirings being fu'ly equal to those 
of the battalion of March 9. In the battalion mancuvres, 
“on eighth company close in mis‘,” the commandant of tho 
fifth company, at the comman “fours right about,” should 
dart through the interval between a set of fours, and not 
move around by the flank of his company. ‘The marching in 
column of companies, formations of divisions, and breaking 
into companies, were all of a bigh order, as were the form.- 
tions of double and single rank. 


E1cutn New Yorx.—The second drill for instruction of 
lientenants and non-commissioned officers of this command 
was held at the armory on Thursday evening, March 10tb. 
Of the benefit conferred by these drills no one who had wit- 
nessed the first could have the least doubt, judging by the 
vast improvement on this second occasion. There was that 
total want of uncertainty among the sergeants, generally so 
noticeable, each one seemcd to have the correct idea, and 
what was more, was not afraid to ‘‘talk out’’ The non com- 
mnissioned officers assembled promptly, and at 8 o’clock sharp 
there had reported to Adjutant Johnson twenty-eight files of 
non-commissioned officers. The first part of the evening 
was taken up by the Adjutant in theoretical drill, the manual 
of arms, and school of the company, the manceuvres be'ng 
of a first-class order, distances and alignments of the best, 
and the manual of arms excellent. Col. Scott then assumed 
command, the squad being equalized in four companies, 
twelve files, single rank, with Ist Lieutenants in command. 
Each movement was carefully explained by the regiment’s 
veteran commander before being executed and each soldier 
seemed to vie with his neighbor in the effort to attain pro- 
ficiency in, and a perfect knowledge of, the movements. The 
close columu movements on first and fourth companies with 
deployments on the right, left and centre companies, were in 
the main bandsonely executed, every detail of the duty of 
the guides being explained and looked after. If an ermr 
was committed the fault was at once pointed out and the 
movement repeated so that all should understand, and at the 
close the m:n were as much delighted as the officers at the 
improvement made. These non-commissioned drills, under 
the junior lieutenants, will be continued daring the season, 
and must tell most effectually on the drill and discipline of 
the regiment. We reserve a report of the bat‘alion drill held 
on March 16, until the next issue. 


SeveNTY-FIrst New York.—The detachment of four com- 
panies of this regiment, which had visited New Orleans fcr 
the Mardi-Gras celebration, returned to New York on Mon- 
day, March 7, having been absent just twelve days. Cn 
arrival at New York the detachment was met by the home 
portion of the regiment, under Capt. W. C. Clark, Co. D; the 
Veteran Corps, Col. J. T. Underhill; a portion of the 5th 
regiment, under Col. Spencer, and the officers of the Boston 
Fusileers, who were en route from Wasbiogton. After the 
usual ceremonies of reception, column was formed and tle 
route taken up, through Broadway and 5th avenue to tle 
armory. If tue reception at New Orleans was considered 
magnificent, the returning militiamen had, certainly. no 
cause of complaint at the welcome given them by their bro- 
ther soldiers and the citizens generally in New York City, fcr 
the sidewalks from Liberty street to the armory were literal! 
packed with most enthusiastic spectators, who were, indeed, 
not ckary of their applause and expressions of welcome. 
From first to last it was a grand ovation. The receiving pors 
tion of the regiment was equalized in four companies, sixteen 
files, the veterans numbered 75 in rauks, while the 5th had 
four commands of twelve front. The band of the Boston 
company and the officers of the Fusileers followed the 5th, 
the New Orleans detachment, under Col. Richard Vose, 
bringivg up the rear of the column, preceded by the hand- 
some banner presented to the battalion by King Rex. The 
material of this banner is green silk, cloth of gold, and royal 
purple silk, cut on the bias. The front is oraamented with a 
royal crown in relief and laurel leaf; the former formed of 
gold, crimson velvet, pearls, and jewels, and the latter of 
gold embroidery tied with a silver ribbon. The cross-bar has 
at each end acoronet of gold, pearls, crimson velvet, and 
jewels, and the staff is surmounted with a golden eagle, 
crowned, resting on a silver orb, also decorated with jewels. 
On the back of the banner is the badge of the 71st regiment, 
with the mctto “ Pro Aris et Pro Focis,” on the garter sur- 
rounding the monogram, “‘ 3eventy-frst, N. G.” Beneath 
the orb are entwined around the staff ribbons of green, pur- 
ple, and gold colored silk, from which depend two long cords 
and heavy tassels of gold bullion. The banner is also fringed 
with gold bullion. 

The New Orleans detachment, four companies, twelve full 
files, in overcoats and heavy marching order, appeared to 
splendid advantage, the marching, distances, and alignmonts 
being of the very best. The men’s faces, too, had a bronze 
tinge, which made them appear like veterans, while the 
enthusiastic reception along the route of march reminded 
one of days long past, when the heroes of many a hard 
fought field marched up Broadway on their return from the 
war. The officers and men of this detachment wero alro 
heroes, their victory, however, being one of peace and good 
will, and the reception tendered them on their return proves 
that their mission, to cement the friendship of the soldiers 
North and South, was most fully appreciated by the people 
of New York City. Arrived at the armory the military cour- 
tesies were repeated; the detachment formed in a holiow 
square, and were addressed by Col. Vose. He said they had 
covored a long age which had possessed few discomforts 
and innumerable pleasures, and thanked them for their obe- 
dience to his commands and their careful attention to the 
welfare and good reputation of the regiment. The detach- 
ment was then dismised. The trip was a most complete 
success, and is one that will long remembered by the

— Gen. Joseru 4. Pinckney, Co:mnissioner of Emigra- 
| tion, died at his residencein New York City on March 12. 
The General began bis military career as a private in the old 
6th New York, ‘*Governor’s Guard,” and pasxing through 
the several grades finally became its colonel. When the war 
broke out he was one of the first to offer the services of him- 
self and his regiment to Gov. Morgan for the defence of the 
Union. The 6th left New York on April 21, 1861, and was 
detailed to remain in Annapolis, Md. Aft the end of tho 
three months for which it had been called iuto service, the 
regiment returned home, and Col. Pinckney recruited the 
66th New York Volunteers, which was aitached to the ist 
Division of the 2d Army Corps. At the battle of Gaines’s 
Mill, Col. Pinckney was complimented in general orders and 
made Brevet Brigadier-General for gallant and meritorious 
conduct. He resigned his commission in the Army in 1863, 
having become incapacitated for duty by sickness contracted 
ia the Service.

TARGET PRACTICE. 


Tue Hirton Tropuy.—A correspondent in the Volunteer 
Service Gaztle, London, England, thus expresses the views 
of the English Volunteers on the International Military Match 
of the National Rifle Association of America: ‘ {In your 
‘Notes of the Week,’ on the 12th inst, you fear the ‘ diffi- 
culty of organizing a team of Volunteers would be even 
greater,’ etc. Now, I believe that such a match would be far 
more interesting to the 200,000 Volunteers of Great Britain 
than the Palma, or any other shot with fancy rifles, and that 
an endeavor ought to be made to work it to a successful is- 
sue under the auspices of the National Rifle Astociation of 
this couutry, and trust you will bring your powerful influenc 
to bear upon the question, and that other of your correspon - 
dents will take the matter up. There are two things in con- 
nection with it to be remembered—namely, rifles and posi 
tion. Are our Martini-Henry rifles able to hold their own, 
with Government ammunition, against those in use by the 
American Army and State National Guards, or would our 
team have to go armed with what are called ‘Any Mi'itary 
Rifle?’ Unless the team could shoot confidently with the 
Government national arm, a deal of the interest would be 
destroyed. Again, as to position: if I remember aright, the 
‘ Hilton’ is shot standing at 200, and any front poriion at 
500 and 600 yards, both of which would require some special 
training in again by many of our men for such a crucial test 
as this match.
